If  you  suspect  that  there's  more  to  Christmas  than  shopping  lists,  tired 
feet,  and  bills  that  will  take  the  rest  of  the  year  to  pay,  then  you'd  probably 
appreciate  Dane  Rudhyar.  Born  in  1895,  Rudhyar  came  to  these  shores  as  a 
young  man  with  a  vision.  Foreseeing  the  decline  of  Western  civilization,  he  was 
compelled  to  sow  the  seeds  of  a  new  beginning.  Not  for  Western  civilization 
alone  but  for  the  planet  as  a  whole.  His  efforts  have  earned  him  a  world  wide 
respect  in  the  fields  of  philosophy,  art,  poetry  and  astrology;  for  many  years  he 
has  been  at  the  forefront  of  avant-garde  music  as  a  noted  composer.  He  is  a 
proi/fic  writer.  With  more  than  35  books  to  his  credit,  he  has  developed  his 
world-view  more  completely  than  perhaps  any  modern  philosopher  has  ever  done. 

One  of  Rudhyar's  favorite  symbols  is  the  seed.  He  would  have  us  remember 
that  the  Christmas  season  is  one  of  the  heart  and  one  of  hope.   In  the  winter, 
hidden  beneath  the  snow  and  the  rotting  leaves,  the  seeds  hold  steady  the  hope 
and  promise  of  spring.  So  too,  he  would  have  us  realize,  are  humans  like  these 
seeds,  if  the  earth  has  its  seasons  so  do  the  cultures  of  human-kind.  The  winter 
of  humanity  may  be  dark  and  frightening,  but  the  seeds  which  hold  the  hope  for 
a  new  spring  time  are  those  human  personages  who  can  hold  steady  the  divine 
heritage  of  human-kind,  no  matter  the  frozen  stillness  of  seeming  death.  Rudhyar 
is  such  a  personage. 

To  Rudhyar,  life  is  not  merely  a  sucession  of  days,  each  unrelated  to  the 
other;  neither  is  Christmas  just  a  day  to  celebrate  love.  Christmas  is  a  stanza  to  a 
cosmic  poem,  a  tone  in  the  Song  of  Light.  Listen  to  Rudhyar .  .  . 

The  song  of  the  light!  I  would  capture  its  elusive  melody  as  it  curves 
throughout  the  year,  as  it  waxes  and  wanes  with  the  pilgrim 's  errand  of  the  sun 
through  the  skies;  for  the  year  is  hut  a  cycle  of  light,  a  poem  of  solar  pulsations, 
now  low,  then  high,  carrying  with  their  rhythm  the  message  and  meaning  of  that 
supreme  Being,  whose  presence  is  light  and  whose  name  men  stammer  in  many 
tongues. 

The  sun  lies  low  in  the  southern  skies-a  face  that  has  seen  death  and  now 
glows  with  the  confidence  and  the  ecstacy  of  rebirth.   The  light  glides  softly  over 
the  whitened  earth,  caressing  trees  that  stand  bare,  abstracts  of  the  life  that  was. 
litis  is  Christmas.    The  shortened  days  vibrate  the  mystic  tone  of  solstitial  life. 
J  stand  facing  the  gates  of  light  which  rise  toward  the  south. 

Our  competitive  society  fosters  relentlessly  those  values  which  would  have 
us  see  Christmas  purely  in  the  abstract  external  values.  Christmas  seems  to  bring 
happiness  to  the  rich  and  deep  frustration  to  the  poor.  We  seem  to  be  trying  to 
hide  our  spiritual  poverty  with  riches  of  the  world,  while  the  truth  is  quite 
evident  in  the  mass  of  human  poverty,  which  we  try  to  hide  in  our  unemployment 
offices  and  county  welfare  departments.  Yet  Rudhyar  tells  us  that  Christmas  is 
not  merely  external,  a  brass  ring  to  catch  for  reward.  Nor  is  the  sun  without  a 
counter-part  in  human  beings.  Says  Rudhyar  .  .  . 

.  .  .  While  we  may  know  today,  with  intellectual  knowing,  that  the  cosmic 
sun  does  not  move  northward  and  southward,  we  have  forgotten  that  this  outer 
sun  is  only  the  symbol  of  that  Source  of  Life  which  dwells  within  our  innermost 
being  as  surely  and  potently  as  it  shines  in  the  distant  spaces  of  the  world.   And 
when  our  illusioned  eyes  witness  the  slow  swinging  of  the  sun  in  celestial 
declination,  our  unerring  intuition  should  know-and  eternally  knows  beyond 
deceiving  words-that  this  very  same  motion  is  occuring  in  our  most  intimate 
depths;  that  the  inner  Source  of  our  Life  actually  swings  in  correlation  to  that 
outer  rhythm. 


It  is  this  motion  of  the  inner  sun  within  humans  that  the  ancient 
hierophants  and  mystics  described  in  glorious  and  revealing  myths.   The  north* 
ward  and  southward  pilgrimage  of  the  sun  from  solstice  to  solstice  brought . .  . 
meanings  and  realizations  that  brain-intoxicated  man  today  has  forgotten. 

We  begin  at  the  southern  gate,  crowned  with  the  majesty  of  Christmas. 
There  the  Sun  enters  upon  its  northward  journey -a  journey  which  has  been 
described  by  seers  and  poets  in  beautiful  symbolism,  for  it  brings  .  .  .  to  all  that 
lives  the  great  hope  of  rebirth  and  selj'-renewal,  the  glad  tidings  of  Christ-birth  .  .  . 
We  do  not  yet  know  the  "Christ-light ".    We  have  only  heard  the  name  of  "Christ; " 
we  have  worshipped  blindly  at  the  shrine  of  a  word.   We  have  proclaimed  loudly 
the  incarnation  of  this  "Word",  yet  we  have  groped  in  the  ugly  darkness  of  wars 
and  passions,  confused  by  the  noise  of  our  proclamations  of  sanctity. 

It  would  have  been  so  easy,  for  men  to  have  made  "Christ"  take  birth  at  the 
spring  equinox,  when  all  nature  heaves  with  the  yearning  for  birth,  and  life  takes 
visible  form  once  more  under  the  rosy-green  light  of  adolescent  dawns.  But  the 
birth  of  "Christ"  is  a  birth  in  the  cold  of  night,  a  birth  in  lowliness  where  there 
is  no  hope,  and  great  darkness  indeed. 

Through  the  Piscean  age  men  worshipped  an  event.   They  made  of  the  first 
flow  of  this  "Christ-light"  in  a  planetary  sense  a  unique  happening.   They  lived 
on  the  memory  of  that  event,  which  they  placed  in  the  past.   They  did  not 
understand  that  "Christ-birth  "  is  eternal,  that  it  pervades  the  whole  cycle.   The 
Southern  Gate  of  the  light  is  never  closed.  Christmas  is  never  in  the  past. 
Through  the  Southern  Gates  the  crystal  light  flows. 

Rudhyar  has  been  a  deep  source  of  inspiration  to  me  for  over  10  years. 
In  1975  circumstance  brought  me  to  KPFA  with  an  idea  rooted  in  Rudhyar's 
philosophy.  Radio  should  be  more  than  a  source  of  information,  it  should  also 
be  a  healing  force.  Teaming  up  with  San  Francisco's  New  Dimensions  Foundation, 
whose  unique  approach  to  programming  was  ideally  suited  to  this  idea,  I  and 
my  co-host  Michael  Toms  began  producing  New  Horizons.  New  Horizons 
attempts  to  bring  to  our  minds  and  hearts  practical  as  well  as  visionary  glimpses 
of  the  positive  alternatives  and  solutions  which  surround  us  on  every  side  and 
whisper  to  us  from  within.  Each  of  us  can  be  more  than  what  we  are  and 
sometimes  it  only  takes  hearing  that  from  friends.  I  know  KPFA  has  been  your 
friend  for  years.   I  hope  that  New  Horizons  has  been  one  for  you  this  year.  We 
We  of  New  Horizons  wish  you  and  yours  a  wonderful,  warm  and  light-filled 
Christmas!

(EDITOR'S  NOTE:     I  first  "discovered"  Dane  Rudhyar  while  living 
in  the  Bahamian  Islands.  Somehow  I  picked  up  a  book  of  his  entitled 
The  Lunation  Cycle,  wherein  he  describes  the  relationship  of  the  Sun  to 
the  Moon,  according  to  a  wave-pattern  of  the  increase  and  decrease  in 
light,  or  the  separation  from  and  return  to  the  sun.  According  to  Rudhyar, 
the  lunation  cycle  symbolized  a  basic  relationship  between  a  man  and  a 
woman,  the  relationship  having  a  dynamic  of  its  own,  waxing,  maturing 
and  waning— then  perhaps  rebuilding  itself  for  a  new  cycle  or  else 
completely  disintegrating.  His  description  of  the  dance  of  the  sun  and 
moon  in  the  sky  was  especially  moving,  given  the  fact  that  on  a  Carribean 
island,  the  skies,  stars  and  planets  were  overwhelmingly  present.  Living 
there,  it  became  readily  apparent  why  astrology/astronomy  played  such 
an  important  role  in  the  lives  of  early  humankind,  why  it  helped  to  shape 
both  our  physics  and  metaphysics.  My  bedroom  was  oriented  such  that 
I  was  able  to  observe  both  the  moon  and  sun,  as  they  hovered  on  the 
horizon;  the  moon  indeed  bathed  in  the  sun's  ruddy  glow,  and  the  words 
of  Rudhyar  took  on  special  significance: 

The  distance  between  the  two  Lights  keeps  increasing  as  the  moon  also 
increases  in  roundness  and  light,  until  moonrise  in  the  east  coincides  with 
sunset  in  the  west.   The  rays  of  the  setting  sun  run  alongside  the  surface 
of  the  earth  to  become  reflected  in  the  lunar  mirror . . .   Then,  as  if 
because  of  her  gift  to  the  earth,  the  moon,  gradually  dispossessed  of  her 
light,  seems  to  slow  her  motion  in  order  to  draw  closer  to  the  sun, 
yearning  for  his  radiance.  At  the  "last  quarter"  phase,  she  is  seen  at  the 
zenith  while  the  sun  rises.  Ever  stronger,  the  pull  toward  the  sun  compels 
her  to  rise  later  and  later  in  the  night  until,  about  three  days  before  the 
cycle 's  end,  she  rises  as  dawn  already  begins  to  color  the  eastern  sky. 
The  following  days,  she  is  no  longer  seen  .  .  .  lost  and  communing  with 
the  sun,  to  be  filled  once  more  with  the  potency  of  light .  .  . 

These  words,  and  the  physical  experiencing  of  the  phenomenon,  had  a 
great  effect  upon  me,  so  that  it  was  with  anticipation  that  I  requested  of 
Re  Couture  that  he  prepare  an  article  about  Dane  Rudhyar's  understanding 
of  the  Winter  Solstice.   By  happy  coincidence.  Re  was  preparing  a  radio 
program  about  just  that.

Message  from  KPFA 


Dear  Listeners, 

The  original  idea  of  organized  listener  support 
groups  working  out  in  the  community  has  had  a  limited 
success,  and  several  communities  now  have  regular  groups 
to  carry  out  the  functions  of  letting  people  know  about 
the  station  and  doing  local  fund  raising  tasks.   A  few  have 
developed  skills  in  the  reporting  of  local  news  events. 

One  important  development  which  did  come  from 
the  Support  Groups  was  the  organization  of  the  Outreach 
Committee  of  the  Local  Board.  This  group  had  represen- 
tatives from  the  groups  in  the  South  Bay,  Palo  Alto,  Santa 
Cruz,  San  Francisco,  Berkeley,  Vallcjo,  Davis,  Sonoma 
County,  Sacramento  and  Fresno.  One  representative 
from  each  group  became  a  member  of  the  Board.   Listener 
input  to  policy  making  became  a  reality.   However,  the 
effect  on  the  groups  themselves  was  to  divert  the  leader- 
ship away  from  the  communities  into  KPFA's  problems 
and  the  groups  gradually  began  to  die. 

The  new  leadership  at  the  station  is  beginning  to 
reverse  the  process  of  people  dropping  out  because  of 
many  frustrations.   A  new  set  of  by-laws  for  the  Local 
Board  has  been  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  Local  Board 
for  presentation  to  the  Pacifica  Board  which  details  the 
role  that  will  be  played  by  the  Outreach  Committee  and 
the  representation  from  Support  Groups  on  the  Board.

To  achieve  that,  I  and  Board 
intend  to  reach  out  into  the  audience  to  enlist  the  aid  of 
those  with  the  expertise  and  energy  to  forge  these  links. 

So  far,  we've  made  or  renewed  connections  between 
KPFA  and  groups  like  1)  Accountants  for  the  Public 
Interest,  to  help  with  our  financial  problems,  2)  the 
Community  Development  and  Training  Project  to  help 
streamline  our  nascent  'bureaucracy',  as  well  as  3)  the 
offices  of  elected  officials  like  Ron  Dellums  and  Tom 
Bates,  who  tend  to  keep  an  ear  tuned  to  community  needs 
and  help  us  discover  and  serve  them. 

To  continue  and  expand  this  kind  of  'connecting' 
and  'networking',  I  need  your  help.   If  you  know  anyone 
with  expertise  that  would  benefit  the  station,  drop  me  a 
line  here  at  KPFA.

KPFA  goes,  union

October  29th  was  an  important 
day  for  the  people  who  work  at 
KPFA.   An  agreement  had  finally 
been  reached  between  the  Pacifica 
Foundation  and  the  United  Electrical 
Radio  and  Machine  Workers  of 
America  (U.E.). 

The  new  contract  reflects  a 
victory  that  was  not  easy  to  attain: 
the  inclusion  of  Unpaid  Staff  as 
Union  members.  Without  these 
hardworking  individuals,  KPFA  and 
the  other  Pacifica  Stations  would 
cease  to  function. 

The  new  contract  also  outlines  a 
grievance  process,  includes  a  manage- 
ment rights  clause  and  assures  non- 
discrimination in  hiring  practices. 
The  task  before  us  is  to  make  KPFA 
a  place  where  the  workers  can  both 
feel  secure  and  earn  a  living  wage. 
The  signed  agreement  is  a  beginning 
that  lays  the  foundation  for  unity. 
It  is  appropriate  that  the  staff  at 
KPFA  is  affiliated  with  the  U.E. 
because  it  gives  us  the  opportunity 
to  follow  in  the  tradition  of  rank 
and  file  union  policy. 


The  United  Electrical  Radio  and 
Machine  Workers  of  America  was 
organized  by  rank  and  file  working 
people  during  the  depression.  When 
the  Committee  for  Industrial  Organi- 
zations (C.I.O.)  was  formed  following 
a  purge  of  radical  organizers  from  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor 
(A.F.L.).  the  U.E.  got  a  charter  from 
the  C.I.O.  and  became  the  first  union 
chartered  in  mass  production  industry 
after  the  split.  The  U.E.  broke  away 
from  the  C.I.O.  during  the  late  forties 
over  controversy  in  that  organization 
caused  by  the  Taft-Hartley  Bill.  The 
leaders  of  the  U.E.  were  prominent 
among  those  harrassed,  threatened, 
and  indicted  during  the  McCarthy 
repression  of  the  fifties.  U.E. 
continues  to  be  militant  and  clear  in 
its  dedicationto  rank  and  file  union- 
ism. The  U.E.  has  organized  workers 
at  Westinghouse,  General  Electric. 
Remington  and  other  related 
industries.  In  recent  years,  the  U.E. 
has  been  organizing  workers  in  radio 
stations. 

I  would  like  to  thank  on  behalf  of 
all  the  members  of  the  KPFA  Shop.

LEMON/AID 

by  Ken  McEldownev 

This  column  focuses  on  precau- 
tions to  take  before  you  shop. 
Generally,  we  get  into  trouble  be- 
cause we  shop  in  too  much  of  a  hurry. 
Also  we  place  too  much  trust  in  the 
stores  where  we  shop.  Most  merchants 
are  fair,  but  that  makes  us  more 
vulnerable  to  merchants  who  are  out 
to  take  us. 

So  what  to  do?   First,  use  your 
own  past  experience,  and  shop  at 
stores  where  you  received  good  service 
in  the  past;  avoid  those  where  you 
haven't.  Second,  benefit  from  the 
experience  of  your  friends.  Tap  into 
collective  knowledge  of  public  and 
private  agencies.  The  Better  Business 
Bureau  has  ratings  on  local  firms. 
Additional  information  can  be  gleaned 
from  the  public  consumer  agencies 
found  in  the  White  Pages  of  the  phone 
book  under  Consumer  Complaint  and 
Protections  Coordinators.   And  third, 
take  time  to  check  out  magazines 
Consumer  Reports  is  most  useful.   It 
also  comes  out  once  a  year  with  a 
Buying  Guide  which  is  available  at 
local  libraries. 

So  let's  assume  that  you  want  to 
buy  a  new  TV,  and  have  taken  all  the 
precautions.  What's  next?  First,  do 
some  comparison  shopping.  Call 
around  and  check  the  price  of  the  set 


bt  your  choice.  Then  go  to  the  stores 
with  the  lowest  prices,  and  get  a  feel 
for  the  personnel  in  the  stores.  Are 
they  helpful,  or  do  they  only  want  to 
make  a  sale? 

But  let  us  assume  that  you  have 
found  the  product  at  the  right  price, 
at  the  right  place.  The  battle  is  not 
yet  over. 

1 .  Check  the  warranty  very  care- 
fully.  Ask  to  see  it  before  you  buy. 
Check  to  see  where  repairs  under 
warranty  are  made.  Is  it  local,  or  do 
you  have  to  ship  it  clear  across  the 
country?  Local  operations  are  easier 
to  put  pressure  on. 

2.  What  is  the  policy  on  returning 
an  item  that  doesn't  work  properly? 
Will  they  take  it  no  questions  asked. 

or  will  they  ship  it  to  the  manufacturer 

3.  If  you  return  an  item,  will  you 
get  back  cash,  or  just  a  credit  slip  to 
use  in  the  store? 

4.  Read  any  contracts  that  you 
are  asked  to  sign.  If  you  have  ques- 
tions, make  sure  they  are  answered  on 
the  spot,  and  clarified  in  writing  on  the 
contract. 

5.  If  you  are  buying  on  credit, 
check  the  interest  rate.  If  it  seems 
high,  see  if  you  can  get  a  personal  loan 
at  your  bank  or  credit  union  at  lower 
rates;  the  savings  may  be  quite  high.

Philip  K.  Dick  by  Richard  A  Lupoff 

Philip  K.  Dick  is  a  writer  whose  time  has  come.   He  first  published,  in 
1952,  a  minor  short  story  in  The  Magazine  of  Fantasy  and  Science  Fiction; 
his  first  novel.  The  Solar  Lottery,  appeared  three  years  later  without 
provoking  a  noticeable  response.   For  ten  years  he  worked  at  his  craft, 
drawing  little  notice,  just  another  journeyman  science  fiction  author. 

Then  came  1962  and  The  Man  in  the  High  Castle.  This  was  a  devastating 
novel,  a  breathtaking  blend  of  mysticism,  history  and  psychology.   A  parallel- 
world  novel  set  in  an  alternate  present  in  which  the  Axis  powers  had  won  the 
second  World  War,  The  Man  in  the  High  Castle  drew  on  sources  from  the 
I  Ching  and  The  Tibetan  Book  of  the  Dead  to  The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Third 
Reich  and  The  Goebbels  Diaries.   For  The  Man  in  the  High  Castle,  Dick  won 
the  Hugo  award  and  a  place  as  a  writer  to  be  taken  seriously. 

For  the  next  decade  Dick  was  to  proceed  with  his  work,  pouring  forth 
almost  forty  novels  and  volumes  of  short  stories.  In  these  fictions  he  dealt 
repeatedly  with  several  themes:  the  multiplicity  of  realities,  the  isolation  and 
nearly  schizophrenic  alienation  of  man  in  modern  society,  the  effect  of 
oppression  in  creating  paranoia  in  oppressor  and  victim  equally. 

His  impassioned  brilliance  continued  to  be  appreciated  by  a  relatively 
small  circle  of  admirers,  mostly  within  the  science  fiction  world,  until  a  major 
study  of  his  career  and  personality  by  Paul  Williams  appeared  in  Rolling  Stone. 
Since  the  Rolling  Stone  article,  Dick's  readership  has  expanded  hugely  and  his 
influence  continues  to  increase. 

Philip  Dick's  most  recent  works  involve  his  investigation  of  the  duality 
of  human  personality  as  resulting  from  the  differently  functioning  hemispheres 
o\~  the  brain,  and  the  study  of  objective-subjective  variations  in  the  perception 
and  experience  of  time.  His  latest  books  are  Confessions  of  a  Crap  Artist,  an 
autobiographical  novel  published  in  1975;  Deus  Irae,  a  science  fiction  novel 
written  in  collaboration  with  Roger  Zelazny,  published  1976;  and  A  Scanner 
Darkly,  a  realistic-surrealistic  novel  of  the  1960's  counter-culture, 
published  1977. 

Philip  K.  Dick  will  be  discussing  alternate  realities  on  Probabilities,  Thursday, 
December  1 5,  Noon-1 :00  pm. 

Richard  A.  Lupoff "s  most  recent  novel.  Sword  of  the  Demon,  will  be  out  in 
paperlxick  next  May.   His  forthcoming  novel  is  titled  Space  War  Blues. 


Song  ot  Solomon

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  a  novelist  whose  work  I  may  speak  of 
in  superlatives  without  biting  my  tongue.  Toni  Morrison  is  one  such  writer, 
and  her  work  deserves  much  praise. 

While  there  are  passages  in  her  work  that  jar  my   reader's  ear.  and  there 
are  notions  occasionally  that  offend  my  critical  sense,  overall,  1  find  her  work 
extremely  well-crafted,  her  ideas  provocative  even  when  I  believe  them  un- 
sound, her  metaphors  apt  and  enlightening,  her  stories  engrossing,  and  her 
characters  diverse  and  complex. 

Her  works  are  The  Bluest  Eye  (1970),  Sula  (1973),  and  most  recently. 
Song  of  Solomon  (Knopf:   New  York.  377  pp.  S8.95) 

In  The  Bluest  Eye,  whose  final  scene  must  be  one  of  the  most  harrowing 
in  all  literature,  Toni  Morrison  explores  the  curse  inherent  in  pursuing  an 
unattainable  standard  of  beauty,  in  this  instance  blue  eyes,  echoing  the 
biblical  injunction:   Thou  shall  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image .  .  . 

Sula  is  loved  because  it  shatters  every  stereotype  assigned  U.S.  black 
women.  The  character  for  which  the  book  is  named  seems  the  reincarnation 
of  evil.  But  with  Toni  Morrison's  handling  of  her  we  see  that  good  and  evil 
are  so  inextricably  entwined  that  each  may  show  the  face  and  body  of  the 
other.  Paradoxes  abound.  Where  boundless  energy  is  present  in  a  human 
who  lacks  imagination,  as  was  the  case  with  Sula,  disaster  must  result,   riven 
in  disaster,  though,  there  can  be  triumph.   In  Sula,  that  triumph  is  the 
non-homosexual  love  between  sula  and  Nel. 

As  it  is  the  triumph  of  love  that  informs  Sula,  it  is  love  buttressed  by 
family  and  history  that  informs  Song  of  Solomon.   At  her  grandaughter's 
funeral,  Pilate  trumpeted  for  the  sky  itself  to  hear.  And  she  was  loved! 
And  Milkman's  mother  Ruth  answered  his  charge  that  she  nursed  him  when 
he  was  "too  old"  for  it  because  it  gave  her  pleasure,  by  saying  that  she  also 
prayed  for  him,  asking:  What  harm  did  I  do  you  on  my  knees? 

Toni  Morrison's  characters  survive  and  create  because  they  have  a  sense 
of  the  world  and  of  themselves  in  it,  they  have  a  sense  of  history  and  of 
working  together.  And  they  love. 

Read  her  and  find  out  for  yourself.
